To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  fifty-ninth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  School  Health  Service  in  Bootle. 

There  have  been  a number  of  staff  changes  during  the  year.  Dr.  M. 
O’Shea  who  joined  the  staff  in  January  resigned  in  December  for  domestic 
reasons  but  we  have  been  fortunate  in  retaining  her  services  in  a part 
time  capacity.  In  November  Mr.  H.  A.  Lord,  the  Administrative  Assistant 
retired  after  eighteen  years  service  with  the  Corporation  and  in  recording 
my  thanks  for  his  valuable  service  during  this  period  I would  like  to 
extend  to  him  the  best  wishes  of  the  staff  and  myself  in  his  retirement. 
Mr.  K.  W.  Barker  was  promoted  Administrative  Assistant  on  the  22nd 
November,  1966.  In  the  School  Dental  Service  the  shortage  of  dental 
officers  remained  although  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  N.  Naughton  full 
time  for  half  the  year  and  Mrs.  M.  Birkenhead  part  time  on  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.  M.  R.  Craven  resulted  in  the  equivalent  service  of  approximately 
two  dentists  for  the  full  year.  With  25%  more  dental  manpower  on  the 
staff  the  service  has  shown  an  improvement  over  the  previous  year  and 
this  is  reflected  in  the  increased  number  of  dental  inspections  and  treat- 
ments carried  out.  As  the  Principal  Dental  Officer  points  out  in  his 
report  the  shortage  of  dental  manpower  in  the  service  results  in  many 
children  only  having  their  teeth  inspected  once  in  two  or  three  years.  In 
addition,  the  human  element  enters  the  picture  when  it  is  found  that  so 
many  parents  only  seek  dental  treatment  for  their  children  when  the  child 
complains  of  toothache.  The  inevitable  of  course  is  a loss  of  teeth  and 
the  need  for  dentures  at  an  early  age.  It  is  easy  to  produce  statistics  for 
the  latter  but  not  for  the  number  of  teeth  that  could  be  saved  by  a more 
efficient  preventive  dental  service  which  apart  for  the  need  for  more 
dental  manpower  means  an  urgent  need  for  fluoridation  of  our  water 
supplies.  Once  again  I must  report  with  regret  that  though  the  Bootle 
Borough  Council  has  expressed  favour  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  it 
has  not  been  possible  for  this  to  be  carried  out  in  Bootle  as  such  an  under- 
taking requires  the  agreement  of  other  neighbouring  authorities. 

Staff  changes  also  occurred  in  the  School  Nursing  Service  during  the 
year.  This  involved  two  posts  which  remained  vacant  for  several  weeks,  a 
sufficient  interval  to  upset  regular  routine  cleanliness  inspections  in  five 
schools  and  result  in  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  verminous  infestation 
of  the  hair.  An  increase  of  383  instances  over  the  previous  year  in  which 
children  were  found  to  be  unclean  is  an  increase  which  is  disappointing 
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to  report  but  simply  shows  the  need  for  continuing  vigilance  in  its  pre- 
vention. 

Another  condition  which  one  feels  should  be  easily  prevented  and 
now  considered  a condition  of  the  past  is  scabies  but  again  this  year 
scabies  has  shown  an  increase  in  its  incidence  in  the  Borough.  Eight 
cases  were  reported  in  1961,  13  in  1962,  18  in  1963,  24  in  1964,  74  in  1965 
and  90  cases  this  year.  An  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scabies  has  been 
noted  throughout  the  country  and  various  reasons  have  been  given  for 
this.  Some  experts  think  that  the  condition  appears  in  cycles  of  about 
15  years  while  others  feel  that  the  younger  generation  of  doctors  not  having 
seen  as  many  cases  as  their  predecessors  tend  not  to  diagnose  it,  thus  the 
untreated  cases  spread  the  infestation  throughout  the  community.  In 
treating  children  with  scabies  as  with  verminous  infestation  of  the  hair 
it  is  essential  to  treat  not  only  the  child  but  the  rest  of  the  family  as  well  to 
ensure  that  no  source  of  reinfectivity  remains. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  are  contained  in  the 
body  of  the  report  but  a few  brief  comments  may  be  made  on  the  following 
statistics. 

During  the  year,  4,666  routine  school  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out;  of  these  6 children  or  0.13%  were  classified  as  of  poor  general 
condition  as  compared  with  5 or  0.1 1 % of  those  examined  in  the  previous 
year.  These  figures  show  that  the  improvement  in  the  physical  condition 
of  children  which  has  occurred  in  past  years  is  continuing.  Of  the  defects 
found  at  routine  school  medical  examinations,  visual  defects  with  an 
incidence  of  20.2%  continues  to  hold  first  place  although  there  has  been  a 
slight  reduction  in  this  figure  from  last  year  when  it  was  24.2%  The 
number  of  pupils  prescribed  spectacles  during  the  year  was  594,  an  increase 
of  40  over  the  previous  year. 

During  1966,  Medical  Officers  of  the  department  carried  out  86  (Male 
56,  Female  30)  examinations  of  entrants  to  the  Courses  of  training  for 
teaching,  and  to  the  teaching  profession.  When  compared  with  the  figures 
for  1965 — 103  (Male  37,  Female  66)  it  can  be  seen  that  this  year  there  was 
a reversal  of  the  proportion  of  male/female.  The  year  1965  was  the 
exception.  The  previous  five  years  showed  a predominence  of  males. 

No  school  or  department  was  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of 
infectious  disease.  Compared  with  the  previous  year  the  number  of  cases 
notified  were: — Measles  33,  a decrease  of  105;  Whooping  Cough  10,  an 
increase  of  2 over  last  year;  and  Scarlet  Fever  13,  an  increase  of  8. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  during  the  year;  523  school 
children  were  inoculated  against  the  disease,  and  509  previously  inoculated 
children  were  given  a stimulating  dose. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 
Protection  against  this  disease  continues  to  be  given  using  the  oral  type 
vaccine.  During  the  year  331  school  children  received  a primary  course 
of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  and  640  children  a booster  dose. 

As  in  previous  years,  close  co-operation  was  maintained  between  the 
School  Health  Service,  the  family  doctor  service,  and  the  specialist 
services  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
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In  submitting  this  report,  I would  like  to  acknowledge  my  indebted- 
ness to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Special  Services  (Education) 
Sub-Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  School  Health  Service;  to  the 
Director  of  Education  and  his  staff;  the  teachers  of  the  Borough;  and  the 
staff  of  my  Department  for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

Cost.  The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  as  at  1st  April,  1966,  was 
£2,717,873. 

The  gross  cost  of  medical  inspection  and  treatment  for  the  twelve 
months  ended  March  31st,  1966,  was  £30,836  compared  with  £28,530  for 
the  preceding  year.  Sundry  receipts  totalled  £1,150  compared  with  £1,015 
for  the  preceding  year. 

The  gross  cost  per  child  based  on  the  mean  number  on  the  school 
rolls  was  £1  17s.  Od.  and  the  cost  in  terms  of  a penny  rate  was  2.73d. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

A statistical  summary  of  the  findings  of  medical  inspection  and  of  the 
kind  of  treatment  obtained  will  be  found  in  the  Ministry  of  Education 
Returns  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

(1)  Periodic  Medical  Inspections.  Periodic  medical  inspections 
were  carried  out  in  all  schools  as  laid  down  in  para.  10  of  the  School  Health 
Service  and  Handicapped  Pupils  Regulations,  1953. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  inspections  totalled  4,666  made  up  as 
follows: — Entrants  1,568,  Second  Age  Group  1,209,  and  Third  Age 
Group  1,788;  other  inspections  101. 

(2)  Special  Examinations.  The  number  of  children  presented  for 
special  examination  was  3,524,  as  compared  with  3,792  in  the  preceding 
year;  3,516  of  these  were  seen  at  School  Clinics,  while  the  remaining  8 
were  presented  at  schools  in  the  course  of  routine  visits. 

(3)  Re-Examinations.  5,685  re-examinations  of  children,  who  on 
examination  were  referred  for  treatment  or  further  observation,  were 
made  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  6,107  during  1965;  2,738  of  these 
were  performed  at  the  schools,  and  2,947  at  the  School  Clinics. 

(4)  Miscellaneous  Examinations.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary 
work  of  routine  and  special  examinations  and  re-inspections  undertaken 
during  the  year,  the  following  work  was  carried  out: —

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In  addition,  the  Director  of  Education  was  supplied  with  medical 
histories  of  19  juvenile  offenders.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  reports 
on  juvenile  offenders  in  the  last  two  years  is  due  to  the  fact  that  reports  are 
only  requested  on  those  offenders  where  there  is  a question  of  medical 
responsibility  whereas  in  previous  years  a report  was  submitted  on  all 
offenders.

A summary  of  the  defects  noted  at  both  periodic  and  special  exam- 
inations showed  that  7,321  defects  were  referred  for  treatment  or  further 
observation. 


The  percentage  incidence  of  the  commoner  physical  defects  in 
children  examined  during  periodic  medical  inspection  was  as  follows: — 
squint,  2.0;  external  eye  disease,  1.7;  chronic  tonsillitis  and  adenoids, 
3.5;  other  nose  and  throat  conditions,  2.4;  lung  disease  1.9;  otorrhoea, 
1.2;  other  ear,  7.9;  enlarged  cervical  glands,  2.7;  defective  vision  20.2; 
skin  conditions,  6.5;  heart  (cong.  and  func.),  2.0;  flat  feet,  8.4;  posture, 
0.4;  other  orthopaedic  conditions,  4.2;  nervous  system,  3.2. 

Children  referred  for  treatment  or  further  observation  constituted 
60.8  per  cent,  of  the  entrants  examined,  58.5  per  cent  of  the  primary 
leavers  examined,  and  55.3  per  cent  of  the  third  group  examined,  and 
48.5  per  cent  of  the  additional  inspections. 


GENERAL  CONDITION 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science  Statis- 
tical returns  Part  I,  Table  A on  page  20  that  out  of  a total  of  4,666  children 
examined,  0.13  per  cent  were  grouped  as  in  unsatisfactory  condition.

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CLEANLINESS 

The  total  number  of  examinations  of  children  in  the  schools  by  School 
Nurses  for  verminous  conditions  was  44,414  compared  with  39,517  in  1965, 
and  there  were  995  instances  compared  with  612  in  1965  in  which  children 
were  noted  as  unclean. 

As  well  as  the  increase  in  rate  of  infestation  it  was  noted  that  the 
degree  of  infestation  had  increased.  Girls  still  retain  the  higher  incidence 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  boys  are  tending  to  grow  their  hair  longer.  The 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  infestation  this  year  can  be  explained  by  five 
schools  not  having  regular  visits  of  inspection  by  the  School  Nurse  over  a 
two  to  three  month  period.  This  was  unavoidable  due  to  the  resignation 
of  a School  Nurse  and  a delay  in  the  new  appointment  but  it  does  show 
the  value  of  prevention  in  this  condition.  The  method  of  cleansing  ver- 
minous heads  is  to  instruct  the  parent  in  the  use  of  “Lorexane”  hair  lotion 
which  is  applied  to  the  hair,  left  on  for  three  days,  and  then  the  hair  is 
shampooed  with  “Lorexane”  Shampoo.  Where  there  is  heavy  infestation 
a steel  comb  is  used. 

MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINIC 

The  daily  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  dealt  with  3,193 
defects,  amongst  which  minor  septic  infections  of  the  skin  were  the 
commonest  conditions.  The  attendances  numbered  12,728,  excluding 
146  of  children  below  school  age,  as  compared  with  12,836  in  1965.  207 
exclusion  certificates  were  given. 

Skin  Diseases 

As  a result  of  the  inspections  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  1,877 
children,  or  59  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  children  attending,  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  infections  of  the  skin.  Details  of  these  infections 
are  given  in  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science  Statistical  Returns, 
Part  III,  Table  D on  page  25. 

Scabies  Clinic 

The  incidence  of  scabies  among  school  children  for  the  year  is  shown 
in  the  following  table.  The  incidences  of  the  condition  for  the  past  twenty- 
two  years  are  also  shown  for  comparison.

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VISION  AND  EYE  DEFECTS 

Vision.  Entrants  are  not  examined  for  defective  vision  at  routine 
examinations  but  during  the  year  the  other  age  groups  were  so  examined, 
and  227  or  7.6  per  cent  were  found  to  have  defective  vision  requiring 
further  examinations  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  The  School  Nurses 
examined  1,279  eight-year-olds  with  Snellen’s  Types,  of  whom  86  were 
referred  for  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  In  addition  1,697 
E Tests  of  infants  were  carried  out,  of  whom  52  were  referred  for  treatment, 
and  1,159  13-year-olds  of  whom  32  were  referred  for  treatment. 

Specialist  Ophthalmic  Clinic 

The  number  of  new  cases  seen  at  the  Clinic  during  1966  was  423,  and 
the  total  number  of  attendances  was  1,575. 

All  children  with  glasses  have  their  visual  acuity  tested  by  the  School 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  once  a year,  if  circumstances  permit,  while  the  cases 
of  high  myopia  receive  full  examination  more  frequently. 

Squint 

At  routine  examinations  130  cases  of  squint  were  found,  and  7 cases 
were  found  among  pupils  specially  referred  for  examination. 

External  Eye  Diseases 

Inflammatory  conditions  of  the  external  eye  were  noted  in  76  cases 
at  periodic  inspections,  and  in  236  cases  at  special  inspections. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT 

The  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with  in  1966  was  188  (this  total 
included  6 infants  below  school  age).  The  182  school  children  included 
50  cases  of  otorrhoea,  36  other  ear  defects,  55  defects  of  nose  and  throat, 
17  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  24  of  deafness;  and  the  toddlers  included 
3 defects  of  nose  and  throat,  and  3 of  deafness. 

During  the  year  these  patients  were  referred  to  Mr.  F.  Bauer,  the 
Consultant  E.N.T.  Surgeon  who  transferred  his  Consultative  aural  clinic 
from  the  School  Medical  Offices  at  Balliol  Road  to  his  E.N.T.  department 
in  Stanley  Hospital. 

Hearing  Tests 

During  the  year  the  ascertainment  of  hearing  loss  was  continued 
vigourously  by  the  school  nurses  who  screen  all  eight  year-old  children 
by  pure  tone  audiometer.  In  addition,  children  suspected  of  hearing  loss 
by  a school  teacher  and  children  suffering  from  speech  defects  or  showing 
backwardness  in  school  subjects  are  tested.  During  the  year  1645  audio- 
metry tests  were  made  at  the  school  clinics  or  in  schools.

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Tonsils  and  Adenoids 

At  periodic  inspections  during  the  past  year,  disease  of  both  tonsils 
and  adenoids  was  detected  in  3.5  per  cent.  29  cases  are  known  to  have 
received  operative  treatment  as  in-patients  at  local  hospitals. 

CRIPPLING  DEFECTS  AND  ORTHOPAEDICS 

There  is  no  change  to  record  in  the  arrangements  described  in  former 
reports  for  the  ascertainment  and  treatment  of  crippling  defects. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic 

Sessions  are  held  at  intervals  of  approximately  two  weeks,  with  Mr. 
F.  C.  Dwyer  as  Consultant  Surgeon  and  Mr.  D.  B.  Case,  Orthopaedic 
Registrar.  A representative  from  the  Liverpool  Child  Welfare  Association 
has  attended,  thereby  ensuring  co-ordination  in  after-care. 

Orthopaedic  Surgeons  paid  22  visits  to  the  Clinic  during  the  year, 
and  examined  497  cases  referred  to  them.  Of  the  patients  seen,  100  were 
discharged,  while  372  were  advised  to  remain  under  treatment  and  super- 
vision; 24  cases  were  referred  to  hospital. 

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 


The  definition  of  the  various  categories  of  handicapped  pupils  is

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS 

71  boys  and  23  girls  desiring  employment  as  messengers  and  one  girl 
entertainer  were  examined,  and  certificates  were  granted  in  all  cases. 
These  interviews  gave  opportunity  to  advise  on  faults  in  hygiene,  parti- 
cularly as  regards  care  of  the  teeth,  and  to  obtain  treatment  of  physical 
defects. 
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STUDENT  TEACHERS 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Education  Circular  249,  86  medical 
examinations  (male  50,  female  36)  were  carried  out  of  entrants  to  courses 
of  training  for  teaching,  and  to  the  teaching  profession. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE 

No  school  or  department  was  closed  on  account  of  communicable 
disease  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  confirmed  cases  notified  in  children 
of  school  age  was  13  compared  with  5 in  1965. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  was  notified  in  a child  of  school  age  and  none 
in  1965. 

Measles.  33  cases  were  notified  amongst  school  children,  as 
against  138  in  1965. 

Dysentery.  Four  cases  were  notified  in  children  of  school  age. 

Pneumonia.  No  cases  were  notified. 

Food  Poisoning.  No  cases  were  notified. 

Poliomyelitis.  No  cases  occurred  in  children  of  school  age. 

Whooping  Cough.  Ten  cases  were  notified  amongst  school 
children,  as  compared  with  8 in  1965. 

Pulmonary  T.B.  Five  school  children  were  notified. 

Non-Pulmonary  T.B.  No  cases  were  notified. 

Protection  against  Poliomyelitis 

During  the  year  twenty-one  Infant  Schools  were  visited,  following 
routine  school  medical  examinations,  and  331  children  were  given  a 
primary  course  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  and  at  the  same  time  640  children 
were  given  booster  doses. 

Protection  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 

During  the  year  523  children  of  school  age  completed  the  course  of 
inoculations.  Arrangements  now  operate  whereby  children  already 
immunised  are  offered  a booster  inoculation  on  entry  into  school  in  order 
to  raise  their  immunity  and  509  children  were  so  treated  during  the  year. 
The  diphtheria  inoculations  are  combined  with  those  of  tetanus. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in 
Circular  19/64,  the  Authority’s  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  has  been 
extended  to  children  aged  13  years  and  upwards,  and  to  include  older 
children  who  had  not  previously  been  tested. 

Of  the  1,153  children  eligible,  1,012  accepted.  The  number  tuberculin 
tested  was  761  and  84  or  11.0  per  cent  were  found  to  be  positive;  673 
negative  reactors  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccine  and  Chest-X-rays  were 
offered  to  the  positive  reactors.  Of  62  children  X-rayed  4 were  recalled 
for  large  film;  3 attended  the  Chest  Clinic  and  were  subsequently  dis- 
charged. One  was  a case  of  cardiac  enlargement. 
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ENURESIS 

In  1962  the  pad  and  bell  apparatus  was  introduced  as  a treatment  for 
bed-wetting.  This  service  is  supervised  by  the  District  Nurses.  The  cases 
are  mainly  selected  at  the  School  Medical  Inspections.  If  a child  is  st’ll 
wetting  at  the  age  of  eight  years,  and  other  methods  have  failed,  the  mother 
is  interviewed  by  the  School  Nurse  and  arrangements  are  made  for  treat- 
ment. 

The  District  Nurse  calls  and  explains  how  to  use  the  apparatus, 
thereafter  she  makes  weekly  visits,  usually  a total  of  six.

Of  the  cases  with  an  unsatisfactory  outcome,  1 was  admitted  to 
hospital;  1 to  a residential  home;  3 slept  through  the  buzzer;  in  1 case 
the  child  and  parents  were  unco-operative  and  in  the  final  case  the  child 
heard  the  buzzer  but  went  off  to  sleep  again. 

Co-operation  of  the  parents  is  essential,  and  they  must  be  prepared 
to  get  up  themselves  when  the  bell  rings  to  supervise  the  child  and  to  reset 
the  alarm.  At  present  there  are  six  outfits  in  use. 

AFTER  CARE 

Arrangements  for  the  after-care  of  children  ascertained  to  be  suffering 
from  defects  remained  as  described  in  previous  reports,  viz.,  verbal  or 
written  advice  is  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  or  School  Nurse,  together 
with  re-inspection  each  year.  In  the  course  of  their  after-care  work  the 
School  Nurses  paid  2,612  visits  to  the  homes  to  explain  the  need  for 
treatment  and  the  way  in  which  it  could  be  obtained.  Action  is  also 
taken  in  giving  supervision  where  necessary  to  children  who  have  been  in 
hospital.  In  this  connection  it  is  desired  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation 
of  the  Hospital  Authorities,  particularly  the  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Alder  Hey  Hospital,  in  forwarding  reports  on  children  discharged  from 
hospital. 

DENTAL  SERVICE 

The  Principal  Dental  Officer  has  submitted  the  following  report: — 

The  dental  work  was  carried  out  by  a staff  of  equivalent  to  approxi- 
mately 1.9  dentists. 

We  had  the  services  of  Mr.  W.  Naughton  for  six  months,  but  he  then 
decided  to  move  into  the  more  remunerative  field  of  general  practice. 
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Until  the  salaries  and  opportunities  of  promotion  for  school  dental  officers 
compare  more  favourably  with  those  of  dentists  in  other  fields  it  is  difficult 
to  see  any  permanent  improvement  in  the  staffing  of  many  areas,  as  far 
as  school  dentists  are  concerned. 

Consequently,  although  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  inspected  and  treated,  many  children  are  inspected  in  school 
only  once  in  2 — 3 years. 

Concern  is  still  felt,  in  that  many  parents  will  only  accept  dental 
treatment  for  their  children  when  they  get  tooth-ache  and  one  sometimes 
wishes  there  was  some  sort  of  compulsion  pertaining  to  making  parents 
accept  treatment  and  avoid  the  inevitable  loss  of  teeth  and  the  probable 
necessity  of  having  to  wear  dentures  in  comparitively  early  life. 

Thanks  should  again  be  given  to  Dr.  Bushby  for  her  invaluable 
services  in  giving  dental  anaesthetics.

Throughout  1966  a steady  flow  of  applications  for  the  admission  of 
children  to  the  Nursery  Classes  has  been  received  in  the  Education  Office 
and  in  the  Nursery  Classes. 

It  has  of  course  been  impossible  to  meet  all  the  demands  for  places, 
but  each  case  has  been  given  careful  consideration. 

Obviously  each  applicant  for  a child’s  admission  to  a Nursery  con- 
siders their  own  individual  case  as  one  deserving  of  first  priority,  but  the 
majority  of  parents  whose  child  has  not  been  placed  in  a Nursery  Class 
because  of  lack  of  accommodation  are  prepared  to  accept  the  decision 
made.  There  are,  and  no  doubt  always  will  be,  parents  who  consider  as 
their  right  that  they  should  have  two  children  in  the  Nursery  at  the  same 
time.  Whilst  admission  of  two  children  from  one  family  is  sometimes 
granted,  the  circumstances  have  to  be  exceptional  to  ensure  a fair  dis- 
tribution of  the  available  places. 

The  three  existing  nursery  classes  are  situated  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  Borough,  and  future  planning  envisages  nursery  provision  in  the 
Netherton  Area.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Swimming 

Schools’  attendances  at  the  public  baths  during  this  period  totalled 
54,013:  less  than  the  previous  year  but  this  was  due  mainly  to  two  months 
closure  of  the  baths  for  renovations  to  be  carried  out.  The  swimming 
plunge  at  St.  James  R.C.  School  was  used  full-time  and  Primary  or 
Secondary  children  made  use  of  the  facility  every  period  of  every  school 
day. 

Gymnastics,  Games  and  Athletics 

Comprehensive  programmes  of  work  in  varied  aspects  of  physical 
education  were  carried  out  in  all  Schools.  Full  use  was  made  of  the 
complex  apparatus  necessary  for  successful  work  in  modern  gymnastics 
and  games  and  athletics  programmes  were  varied  and  interesting.  All 
Secondary,  and  a number  of  Primary  Schools  took  part  in  camping 
expeditions  both  locally  and  further  afield.  The  use  of  Tawd  Vale  camping 
site  has  been  most  beneficial  in  introducing  children  to  camping  and  the 
central  store  of  camping  equipment,  stored  by  Schools  and  the  Youth 
Service,  has  been  in  great  demand  throughout  the  period. 

Teachers  of  the  Authority  have  continued  to  devote  a great  deal  of 
their  own  time  to  the  school  children  of  the  Borough  and  have,  through 
the  various  voluntary  Sports  Associations,  promoted  activities  in  Badmin- 
ton, Basketball,  Soccer,  Cricket,  Athletics,  Netball,  Canoeing  and 
Swimming. 
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The  provision  of  Games,  Athletics  and  Minor  Games  in  schools  has 
been  supplemented  by  L.E.A.  controlled  Athletics  and  Games  Coaching 
Centres  which,  staffed  by  qualified  coaches,  have  operated  in  three  areas 
of  the  Borough  and  catered  for  approximately  300  children  per  week. 

Evening  Institutes 

The  number  of  non-vocational  classes  has  increased  and  a good 
proportion  of  these  cater  for  the  needs  of  the  area  in  such  activities  as: 
Golf,  Yoga,  Basketball,  Games  Coaching,  Dance,  Judo,  Keep  Fit  (Men 
and  Women)  and  General  Physical  Activities.  Five  schools  in  the  Borough 
were  used  for  this  purpose. 

Youth  Organisations 

Activities  in  the  organisations  included  Tennis,  Volley  Ball,  Bad- 
minton, Batminton,  Basketball,  Soccer,  Netball,  Vosh,  Weight-training, 
Trampolining,  Judo,  Camping,  Canoeing,  Wrestling,  5-a-side,  Table 
Tennis. 

Coaching  Centres  were  operated  in  the  Borough  to  cater  for  many 
of  these  activities  and  qualified  instructors  were  provided,  free  of  charge, 
to  all  clubs  requesting  them,  where  facilities  and  members  made  such 
provision  purposeful.
